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" A TERRIBLE CRIME

A SIMPLE-MINDED GIEL OUTEAGED,

A Gung of Rufiians the OUfNsnders—Une of
the Gang Arrested—Warrants for the
Arrest of Others.

On night and Bunday mom-
ing a most horrible crime was perpetrated
in the grove adjoining the city resevoirs.
A gang of six or eight joung men enticed
a simple minded girl named Lizzie Mc-
Clarren, aged 17 years, belonging toa
respectable family, and after making ber
drunk, stri and outraged ber, detain-
ing her until 3 o'clock Sunday morning,
and sending her home nearly naked and
moie dead than alive.

Her hat, shoes, skirts and other portions
of her clothing were found in the reservoir
grounds Sunday morning by some of the
hands connected with the waterworks, but
they did not know to whom they helong
ed. Miss McCiarren, after reaching home,
was 80 completely exhausted and pros-
trated that for many hours she eould give
ne rational account of what had happened.
She finally told Ler family that she had
beei assaulted und abused by a gang of
six or eight young men, asabove stated,
but the only ones whose names she could
remember were William Mullen, aged
about 25 wears, and William Monroe,
both workmen in the Peon iron
waorks, The girl’s father, John MeClarren,
yesterday made complaint against them,
and warrants for their arrest were issued
by Alderman Bamson, and placed in Ofli.
cer Daily’s hands. The officer went tothe
Peun works last night to arrest. them.
Mullen, on secing the officer quit work and
fled. He was chased through the shops
and wonld have been captured had not a
boy named Tangert opened the ouatside

gates aud let him eseape., He
had on him only his pantaloons
and a gauze shirt, sach as puddiers

use when at work. Officer Daily finding
that Mullen” boarded at the Widow Al-
bright's, on Chestnut above Plum, went
there to watceh ; and after a while was re-
warded by sceing his man eome along.
The cofficer was partly hidden in a projec-
tion of the bouses, but Mullen was look

ing out sharply and saw him when he got
near the house, lle immediately started
Lo 1undown the alley aside his boarding
houseinto the yard, and thenee through it
aud over a couple of fences into Fulton
streot. The officer followed in hot pur-
guit, but in vaulting over the fence iuto
Fulton street his toe  caught on the fence
and he was thrown down, 1le recovercd
himsell at ouce and linding his chase had
ot too lar away to be come up with he
tired a shot after him as he disappearcd
in the darkness.

Oflicer Daily afterwards arrested Wm.
Monroe and locked him up in the station
Lhouse. e acknowledges that he was one
ofthe gang. Frank Kilchrist aud Daniel
Tamany are also said vo be implicated and
warrants for their arrest have been issned,
It has not yet been ascertained who else
participated in the crime,
